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Open meeting

The Constitution stipulates that amendments shall be 
effective only after an affirmative vote of two-thirds in a Stud- 
ents* Society referendum. A proposed amendment will ïhj put 
to a refenrendum after a minimum of 150 members so vote at a 
meeting of the Students' Society. 

Included among the proposed Constitutional amendments, 
as published in the Daily of January 16, arc two dealing with 
membership and fees in the Students' Society. A Board of 
Publications to govern the Daily is proposed. Another amend- 
ment dealing with the election of Students' Council representa- 
tives will be discussed. Amendments concerned with the pro- 
cedure of Students' Society and Council meetings Include a 
proposal that Roberts' Rules of Order bo utilized.

Course Guide in quandary

The future of the ASUS Course Guide is once again uncertain, as a result of the disagree- 
ment between the ASUS executive and a group of concerned stuclenls over whether or not an 
effective guide can he put out this year. 
At an ASUS executive meeting Dean of the Faculty of Arts and 



to . form a stable government 
with the support of other par- 
ties, Harvey Schachter, student 
chairman of Model Parliament 
and presiding 'Governor-Gene- 
ral', cxplaincd,his designation of 
the NDP government : "I perso- 
nally felt that the Litxirals would

on Friday, Editor John Fekete 
advised the ASUS, as publishers, 
to postpone the project until next 
year for a number of reasons. 
He said that he faced "insuper* 
able problems" In trying to put 
out the Guide this year, and that 
a considerably better book could 
be produced if it was delayed. 

The ASUS executive voted 7-1, 
with one abstention, not to pub* 
lisb the Course Guide this year 
as planned. 

But some students feel that the 
problems Fekete cited are not 
InsunAountable, arid they plan to 
present a proposal to the ASUS 
at today's noon meeting volun- 
teering their services in putting 
out a Course Guide this summer, 
with Henry MUner. BA 4, as pro- 
tem editor, until an editor is 
chosen by Executive Applica- 
tions. 

A$US statement 

The ASUS executive Issued a 
statement, listing three consider- 
ations that made them decide to 
postpone the Guide's publication: 
an "unwarranted and unauthoriz. 
ed" offer to the faculty by ASUS 
President Simon Taunton, which 
impossibly compromised the 
Editor's position, the lack of 
response to date . by most pro- 
fessors., and the difficulty of or> 
ganizing the operation in the 
short time now available. 

They said that they were un- 
willing to compromise the Course 
Guide's quality or objectives, and 
that their positlon^doel^not im- 
ply a Jack of confidence In 
Fekete's ability or integrity. 

Taunton had overstepped his 
authority last week, when he sub- 
mitted a note to H. D. Woods, 



Science, assuring him that, be- 
cause of the pressure by faculty 
members to remove professors' 
names from course descriptions, 
"full names" of professors would 
not be printed. 

Taunton's action was Intended 
as a compromise with the faculty, 
since he planned to leave in pro- 
fessors' initials. However, he did 
not specifically mention the . in- 
clusion of initials, and as a result. 
Dean Woods Interpreted Taunton 
as saying that names would be 
completely removed. 

Hostile faculty 

He advised the Arts and 
Science faculty members of this 
at their meeting last Monday, 
Jan. 23, and accordingly, certain 
faculty members who had been 
hostile to the Guide did not bring 
up th6. motion that they had 
planned,; asking the faculty to 
adopt à common policy deciding 
whether or not they would allow 
questionnaires to be distributed 
in their classes. 

One of the main clauses in 
Fekete's policy statement was 
that he would not yield to un- 
warranted and unacceptable pres- 
sure from any outside interest 
groups, eg. administration, and. 
Jie has always opposed faculty's 
requests to exclude their names. 
Taunton had not consulted him 
before his action, and Fekete felt 
that his position was impossibly 
compromised. 

Only 20% of the Faculty had 
responded to questionnairés sent 
out several weeks ago, and 10% 
had refused to let questionnaires 
be distributed in class. Accord- 
ing to Dean Woods, there is '**con- 
siderablc hostility in many seg- 



ments of the faculty toward the 
Guide". Many staff members feet 
that the inclusion of names has 
a "punitive object", serving only 
as a "public rebuke", and "to 
make the book sell better". 

He says that , he was not aware 
that Simon r. Taunton bad Intend- 
ed to retain initials, and .that be. 
would regard this gesture as 
"cutting a comer". Dean' Woods 
feels that this would be a nomin- 
al, but not real concession to 
the sentiments of certain pro- 
fessors, and that if the Editor is 
determined to leave tbe names 
in the Guide, he has "no right' 
to expect tbe cooperation-^of the 
faculty" in tbe project. 

At Friday's meeting, Fekete 
mentioned several other reasons 
why be would recommend post: 
poncment of publication. The op- 
position of many faculty members 
could be mitigated, and the ques^. 
tlonnaire Improved, by setting up 
a Joint student-faculty committee 
to revise tbe course question-' 
naire. Also, be projposed that all 
comments be left out and only 
IBM data be printed, removing 
the charge of Interpretative bias. 
This last proposal would save 
about $6000 in .salaries, and an-, 
other $3000 In piHntihg costs.

About the only thing that comes out 
of Model Parliament is a national survey 
by CUP of all campuses, which carries no 
influence and little relevance to Ottawa.

If the Students' Council would core to 
leave some sort of mark for posterity let 'em 
scrap Model Parliament and push all the 
future Diefenbakers and Pearsons into SDU 
or the editorial board of the Individualist. 
If the elusive power cliques which flit about 
in the shadows of the Union core to tost 
their potentialities, let them propose com-" 
mitted candidates for February's election.

Dear Sir, 

Perhaps Dr. Knowlcs should 
have elucidated the circuinstan> 
CCS surrounding the "new" Que- 
t>ec loan system instead of mak* 
ine insinuating remarks about 
the authenticity of the need of 
HcGill students requesting fi> 
nancial aid from tlie Quebec 
Government 

The "new" loan system, which 
the Quebec Government enthu- 
siastically announced to the pu- 
blic as a great step forward in 
the movement towards universal 
accessibility, is simply a rehash- 
ing of the old system so that It 
favors everyone but the student 
Under the old system a student 
could receive a sum of money 
up to $500, 60% of which was 
an outright grant, and the K\ 
mainder of which was' a loan. 
If the student was from out-of- 
fown, this could be supplement- 
ed with another loan for up to 
$500. The student had to begin 
payments on the 'unpaid balan- 
ce of these loans two years after 
graduation at an annual Inte- 
rest rajie of 3%. The policy was 
to distribute bursaries firtt, 
iollowed only if necessary by, a 
loan. The principle behind this 
policy was that the government 
believe Its financial aid set-up 
to be oriented towards the even- 
tual Implementation of Free 
Education. Furthermore, all 
ihese sums were financed by 
the provincial government. 

The "new" system totally 
abandons the "bursary-first" 
concept It is a negation of the 
whole concept of movement to- 
wards a Free Education which 
the bursary represents. Loini 
are distributed lint, and these 
are supplemented with bursa- 
ties. A 1st 2nd, or 3rd year 
student may obtain up to $700 
.Joan and $1100 bursary making 
a total of |1800, ,and a 4tb or 
6tb year student may obtain up 



to $800 loan and $1200 bursary 
totaling $2000. But a student 
may obtain his bursary only 
upon th« exprasi condition that 
ha hat borrowed the total 
.amount of the authorized loan. 
Furthermore, the interest rate 
is now Sy4%, not 3%, and the 
student must commence paying 
interest and repaying his loan 
not .two years after graduation, 
but six months after gradua- 
tion! Also, the loan Is financed 
hot by the government, but by 
the bank. The government gua- 
rantees the loan and pays the 
Interest on it until six months 
after, graduation, but the loan 
itself comes from the bank. Tbb 
means that a graduating stud- 
ent may find himself faced with 
the prospect of repaying a bank . 
a considerable sum, (up to 
$2900 for a 4 year degree and 
$3700 for a 5 year degree) at 
an exorbitant interest rate, over 
a period of up to 10 years. 

I am sure the banks are quite 
satisfied with this new system 
which brings them such a large 
number of guaranteed loans 
each year. I am sure the Que- 
bec government is very happy 
to be relieved of the burden of 
financing these loans themsel- 
ves. Ncverihclcss the student is 
faced with the unhappy pros- 
pect of jiot wanthig to accumu- 
late large debts, not wanting to 
support the system by accept- 
ing the loan, and yet In need 
of money to finance his educ-. 
ation. 

I do have a suggestion for 
students who have been award- 
ed a loan and a . bursary, but do 
not want to accept the loan. 
The bursaries will be distribut- 
ed in February. Accept the 
bank loan; wait till the bursary 
arrives in the mall, and then 
return the loan Immediately or 
within sbc months of your gra- 
duation, before the interest be- 
comes dues. Unfortunately this 
will only work for students who 
have been able to scrape up 
some other means of financial 
support .The rest will be^forç-. 



ed to support this pernicious 
scheme. 

It is Interesting to note that 
Ontario students' are now put- 
ting up quite a fuss because 
they have been forced to ac- 
cept a loan of $100 before they 
can obtain their bursaries. Que- 
bec students must now ; accept 
a loan of $700 or $800 before 
they can obtain theirs. 

Something must be done 
about this. A government that 
agrees to the principle of unl- 
.versal accessibility to higher 
education must'be made to rea- 
lize that the implementation of 
such a loan sclieme is a defi- 
nite regression. This is certain- 
ly an issue for S.D.U. At any 
rate, perhaps these remarks 
have explained the large num- 
ber of loan certificates still re- 
maining In the Student Aid Of- 
fice somewhat more adequately 
than Dr. Knowles' explanation.

Concerning your .CUSO edi- 
torial of Friday, January 27, 
1067 I would point out that 
most returned CUSO volunteers 
are self-critical and often ques- 
tion, the effectiveness of that 
organisation. 

It seems to me, however, that 
your presentation Is unfair. 
You say that we take "teach- 
ing and other Jobs which local 
inhabitants might occupy"'. 
Then you have the reply .'to 
your own criticism which Is ra> 
ther more damning. 

Requests for CUSO volunteers 
come from overseas goveni- 
ments. The request is often 
very specific concerning the 
personnel needed. The request 
is made because there is no 
. one else .to do the job. After 
' all ;we/arè:.as7'6iv to the 
overseas agency Vas' would be a 
national citizen. Contracts are 
of two years duration. The 
CUSO volunteer Is trained for 
seven weeks In flexibility be- 
cause of the nature of his work. 
If he is teaching mathematics 



and someone becomes available 
in the new term, he bones up 
in physics. Because of this fle- 
xibility overseas lieadmasters 
with a curriculum problem 
know that the volunteer will 
come to the rescue. ' 

That "Asians and Africans 
are simply unwilling to do the ^ 
same job" is not true. Unlike 
other agents overseas our vo- 
lunteers arc sent to schools 
and hospitals where there are 
few if any other expatriate 
staff. When the volunteers lea- 
ve after two years they . are 
often unreplaced for long pe- 
riods. Nationals are not' only 
willing but are in fact DOING 
the same jobs. There simply 
arc not enough trained per- 
sonnel In those areas where I 
have seen CUSO members, 
work. 

You say that CUSO's teach- 
ing program Is shortsighted and 
has harmful effects. 'We know 
that education itself has harm- 
ful effecU but CUSO is not in- 
volved ' In ^ "mass education" 
which creates ' "mass unemploy- 
ment and "mass' '"disturbance". 
You completely misunderstand 
the role that CUSO teachers 
serve overseas. ' 

CUSO volunteers^.arov almost 
never In a position -'to''' design 
educational programs on the 
level yoii suggest Quite the 
contrary. In WesJ Africa, for 
example, (he West African Exa- 
, minations Council outlines ra- 
ully^ what is V to be . taught 
itfUtel^ccpndary'schooii' level. 
A teacher's success Is measured 
by hrsjstudents' grades on exams 
set by the W.A.S.C. Students 
pay high fees to attendl iecon- 
dary school and bé^«^6f^thc 
uncertainty that therie whlj;^! 
long be a teacher at all, t^y^ 
are impatient with teachers who 
stray from the all-important syl- 
labus.-; . / m^;} : 

Your major criticism should 
not be levelled at CUSO but 
at the overseas ministry of 
education among whose em- 
ployees you may find a small 



number of CUSO volunteers In 
thirty-one countries. 

Incidentally, you too are;,-!!!ln>U^ 
some ways a rather admirable ■ 
organisation" but this was not 
demonstrated In your editorial 
on CUSO.
